Within a mile of the point’ are lo- 
eated the ranch houses, barns and 
buildings of the Rindge estate, and 
it is from the ranch storehouse that 
supplies are being drawn for the 
comfort of the unfertwumates.

STORY OF SURVIVOR.

“Pretty soon I saw smoke and I felt 
that the ventilation fan had stopped.

“I started to run then. But I met 
George Eddy and some ethers, about 
twenty-one in all, and ur.

We warited more water 
and we*crawled over our cwn barrier 
and started. We had to worm our way 
through a long aperture scarce! big 
enough to hold us. We were dread- 
fully weak. 

“Then we saw the rescuers who had 
come down. There w no cheering. 
We just sat down and let them take 
care of us. That was all. Nobody had 
voice enough to cheer and hardly 
enough to talk.” | 

HEROIC LETTER. 

George Eddy, a hero among the 
heroes who escaped from the St. Paul 
mine, in the darkness and despair of 
hig position, made shift to write a few 
words of courage to his wife. The 
letter follows: 

“November 14.—Dear Wife and Chil- 
dren: I write these féw llhes to you, 
and I think it will be for the last 


time. I tried to get out twice, but wae 
driven back. There seems to be no 
hope for us. I came down this shaft 
yesterday to help to save the men’s 
lives. 1 hope the men I got out were 
saved. Well, Lizzie. if IT am found 


dead, bury me in Streator, and move’ 
back. Keep Esther and Clarence and 
Jimmy together as much as you can. 
I hope they will not forget their father, 
so I will bid you all good-by, and God 
bless you al 


[Signed] “GEORGE EDDY.” 
On’ the reverse side of this \letter, 
written on a leaf torn from a no 


book, was the following from Walter 
Waite: 

“November 14.—We, the undersigned, 
do not blame any one for the accident 
that happened to pen us in here, and 
we believe that everybody has done 
all In their power to relieve us. With 
best wishes to all concerned. 
[Signed] “Frank Waite, John Brown, 
Thomas White. John Lorimer, Jack 
Higate, Salvatore Higate. Lewrence 
Frederick, Q. Antonore, Frank Zana- 
rini, Leopold Demond, Bonfelo Rog- 
garril, George Shimits, John Shimits, 
William Clelland, Fred Bieraski, Frank 
Preraski, John Beronas, George Eddy, 
Walter Walte.” 

STOUT-HEARTED CHRISTIAN, 

From aurvivors who were seen the 
highest praise for fortitude and lead- 
ership is accorded William Clelland. 
Thrice dally Clelland, who is a staunch 
churchman, conducted religious serv- 
jees, his favorite hymn, the words of 
which ever some of the foreigners 
picked up. was “Abide With. Me.” 
Twice a day .Clelland’s rich Scotch 
bregue arose in the dark cavern with 
the grand words: . 

“Abide with me, 
Fast falls the eventide. 
The darkness deepens— 
Lord with me abide.” 
Twice daily Clelland delivered a 
blunt, stout-hearted sermon, cheering 
on the faltering men. 
“The Lord is with us even here, and 
great is His mercy.” ; 
Ther followed the Lord's pra 
variably. 
Imprisoned with the miners was a 
live mule. which, owing to a Slavish 
superstitition, is still alive. 
When Clellahd and Lorimer started 
out to findemore water, a trip that led 
to their ultimate delivery, a dozen*or 
more men remained temporarily be- 
hind. 

“If we don’t succeed in getting wa- 
ter, kill the mule.” 

At these instructions the Lithuanians 
held up their hafds im horror, for they 
had a superstition that if in such an 
extremity they sought to prolong their 
own lives, even at the sacrifice of a 
dumb brute, they were surely doomed. 

Rather than take this chance, they 
speedily followed the trail of those 
who lad started to obtain water. 

PRESSED FOR FOOD. 

George Semmerich’s inexperienced 
efforts to make the contents of his 
lunch pail last as long as possible 
shows how pressed the imprisoned 
men were for food. 

Semmerich’s pail had contained four 
slices of bread, one piece of pie and 
a huge dill pickle. Semmerich's esti- 
mate of how long this food would 
last proved woefully wrong, for, de- 
ducting what he gave the others, it 
had all disappeared within twenty- 
four hours. 

Fortunately the prisoners still had 
a practically unimparied plug of to- 
bacco. rom this they extracted all 
the nourishment and then 
swallowed the quid. 

This diet kept Semmerich’s stomach 
in so feverish @ condition that for the 
three days the supply lasted he ex- 
perienced practically ,ne pangs ef 
hunger. The leather band of his cap 
was next pressed into service and his 
gloves followed. 

“It was not very sustaining,” said 
Semmerich, “and I got pretty weak, 
but it was better than being hungry 
all that time.” |

Father Heaney, wearing a miner's cap 
and carrying a torch was down in the 
mine with the reseue party. He said: 
“Just about 2 o'clock when we were 
bably 300 feet into the gallery from 
the hoisting shaft, our party slack- 
ened up because of a pile of débris 
in the way. Suddenly David Poweil 
said: “Listen, boys; I thought I heard 
something. We were all silent. A 
faint pounding as if coming through 
the thickness of a wall was heard. 
‘My God,’ said Powell, ‘I believe some- 
body is alive in there. Some of the 
other men replied, ‘No that is ims 
possibie. Nobody in the world thinks 
for a minute the men could live down 
here for seven days. ‘Well,’ I ‘said, 
‘let's again.’ 

“We all listened for what seemed to 
be a full minute. Sure enough there 
came the same muffled pounding sound 
we had heard before. Then we were 
too much affected to speak. We could 
not believe our own senses. Grabbing 
hold of the picks and axes our men’ 
began to tear down the loose pile 
of earth and rock. Frequently we 
stopped to hear whether the pounding 
continued. It took us sevefal minutes 
to make much headway into the ob- 
struction. 

“It was a weird scene. The lights of 
our torches on our caps kept bobbing 
up and down as we labored, filling the 
place with moving shadows, , 

“"Now let's stop and iisten again’ 
said Powell. Much to our joy the 
pounding sounds came louder. A few 
more digs brought down the dirt 
from the top and a little biack hele 
appeared before us. 

IN TOUCH WITH ENTOMPED. 

“Two or three of us climbed over the 
dirt and yelled: ‘Are any of you alive 
in there, boys?’ 

“An answer came back, ‘Yes.’ The 
men began pulling at the dirt again 
and soon a large gap appeared. We 
yelled into it, ‘You ld one of our 
torches.’ 

“‘How many of you are alive in 
there, boys? We will save you In a 
minute.’ 

“In faint, husky tones, the men 
called back, ‘Yes we are alive and you 
bet we are hungry, too. Have you got 
some lunch out there?’ 

“I crawled up as near the hole as 
I could without interfering with the 
men. 

“"God bless you men, we will get 
you out in a minute and g've you all 
the lunch you can eat. Be patient as 
you can.’ 

“I could not see anything back in 
there, for the men were in total dark- 
ness, so I climbed back and prayed 
that God would make the number we 
were about to rescue from the living 
grate as many as possible. We kept 
yelling in to the men to keep up their 
courage; promising them that the way 
would soon be clear and the cage in the 
hoisting shaft was down and ready to 
carry them to the surface. 

“One of the men inside answered 
back, ‘Most of us are all right and 
feeling fine, but there is one poor fel- 
low—a Frenchman called Frank—who 
is almost gone and I'm afraid he will 
be dead in a few minutes if he doesn’t 
get some fresh air.’ 

“Wher the pile of dirt finally 

tumbled down some of the men were, 
Staggered by the inrush of air and 
the lights from our torches. For dur- 
ing seven days they had lived in total 
darkness. 
“With a shout we jumped over and 
met them, throwing our arms around 
their necks and almost lifting them 
from their feet. Théir joy was inex- 
pressible. They pounded vs on our 
backs and continued to laugh and cry 
aloud until the whole place reverber- 
ated with the cheering. 

STRONG ENOUGH TO WALK. 
“We wanted to carry the men to the 
hoisting shaft In our arms but they 
insisted they were strong and well 
enough to walk out themselver. The 
only trouble was they were practically 
blinded by the torches. We threw 
blankets over their heads and started 
to escort them. 

“My first concern was to get after 

the poor little Frenchman who was 
reported dying. I found him 
stretched on his back, breathing his 
last. Holding a toreh over his face, 
which waa black from soot, I said to 
him, ‘Do you give your soul to God?’ 
He answered, “I am afraid I will never 
get up alive,’ That was true. I ad 
ministered the last sacrament and in 
a minute he was dead. 
“I then joined the others and walked 
toward the shaft, there occurring one 
of the greatest acts of heroism I have 
ever Leard or read of. It can hardly 
be believed. 

WANTED TO SAVE COMRADES. 

“Walter Waite, one of the men we 
rescued, on hearing that there were 
Others alive in another part of the 
mine, threw off the blanket with which 
we had covered him and shouted, ‘Well 
then, by God, I am not going out of 
this mine until I get the others. We 
remonstrated, saying that itor him to 
remain down there longer would mean 
his death. 

“*We will take you up to the fresh 
air and give you some warm food, and 
then may be we will let ycu help us 
do the rest of tha work.’ 
protested , and we actually had to 
force him into the cage. All the way 
up he shouted, ‘Let me go down and 
help get the others up.’ 

“At this time those on the surface 
still had, as during ithe last three or 
four days, a dirm conviction that ev- 
erybody in the mine was dead. Nobody 
conceived of any other posstbility. It 
was a great joy then to ery up the 
shaft, ‘We've got some men alive. Hoist 
her up.’ 

“Up we went like a shot and rushed 
the men into ea Pullman car standing 
near.” 

Joe Pigati, while being revived, 
brought out with a smile a letter he 
had written on a piece of brown paper 
on the fourth day of his imprisonment 
when he thought there was no hope of 
escape. The letter was addressed to 
his wife and freely translated from the 
Italian, read: 

SOME QUEER PROVENDER, 


“This is the fourth day that we have 
been down here. That is what I think, 
but our watches stopped. I am writ- 
ing in the dark because we have been 
eating the wax from our safety lamps. 
{ also_have eaten a plug ot tobacco, 
some bark ard some of my shoes. I 
could only chew it. I hope you can 
read this. I am not afraid to die. 
Oh, Holy Virgin, have mercy on me. 
1 think my time has come. You know 
what my property is. We worked for 
it together and it is all yours. This is 
my will and. you must keep it. You 
have been a good wife. May the Holy 
Virgin guard you. I hope this reaches 
you some time and you can read it. 
It has been very quiet down here and 
I wonder what has become of our 
comrades. Good-by until Heaven shall 
bring us together.- Joe Pigati."’ 
Another’ man who was brought to 
the surface very solemly requested 
that his wife bé kept from the car. 
“T’'ve been away seven days. I think 
I can apologize better to her at home,” 
Francisco Zannarini, 23 years old, an 
Italian miner, said: 

“When the fire broke out we went 
way back to the end f the mine and 
closed ourselves in one of the cham- 
bers that had four galleries.

Ropes were placed around the 
wemen’ waists and they were low- 
eted into the sea and then lifted into 
the boats.

STIRRING TALE OF SEA. 

Charlies KR. Barry and A. E. Sutton, 
San Francisco traveling men, who 
were passengers on the City of To- 
peke, arrived at the Hollenbeck last 
evening, Barry telling a stirring tale 
of the fire and wreck. 

“Our first sight of the burning ves- 
sel,” said Barry, “was at prubably 
4:45 oOvlock, Sutton and I were just 
gving below from the hurricane deck 
to prepare for dinner, wien an officer 
of our boat told us a vessel was on fire 
some distance ahead. 

“We had been proceeding slowly for 
some time before that because of quite 
a heavy fog, but tuis had lifted some- 
“gy and we had a good view of the 

re. 


“I should say that the burning 
steamer then was nearly three miles 
distant. 

“The captain of the Topeka 
for full speed and it probably was less 
than fifteen minutes before we «got 
close to the wreck. 

“We approached to within a few 
hundred yards, and on the way passed 
a life raft, with no one on it. 

“There was no sign of life on the 
blazing boat nor in the water. We 
saw two or three objects floating in 
the sea. They may have been bodies 
of passengers, but I doubt it. Before 
we could make sure, they had sunk. 

FROM STEM TO STERN. 

“The vessel was a mass of flames 
from stem to stern. While we were 
still some distance away, we saw the 
Gre creep out on the bowsprit and 
ng the burning embers drop into 

sea 


“From the point where we came to a 
stop, we looked into a great furnace. 
The iron s‘des of the vessel were intact, 
but all inside was fire. The smoke- 
Stack still stood, and it made an odd 
picture, wavering in the heat. back- 
ward and forward and frum side to 
side, as if something underneath were 
operating it. 

‘Flames shot high in the air around 
the stack, presumably from the oil 
tanks, and finally the big funnel col- 
lapsed, and fell into the red hei! below. 

“If any passengers or members of 
the crew were caught below decks at 
the outset of the fire they must have 
been cremated im a flash. 

“Because of the heat and the danger, 
the City of Topeka did nut venture 
close to the wreck. Neither did the 
captain think it necessary to lower 
any of the smal! boats and «nd mem- 
bers of the crew out to look for pos- 
sible survivors. 

NO SIGN OF LIFE. 

“A careful scrutiny of the surface 
was made, however, in quest of sur- 
vivors, or bodies, but we saw none. 

“The Topeka circled around for prob- 
ably half an hour, and thea, when it 
seemed that nothing could be done, she 
proceeded for Redondo. 

“As we proceeded, we watched care- 
fully for any signs of survivors. Be- 
tween us and the shore lay a low bank 
of fog, over which we occasionally 
caught glimpses of the hills. This f 
bank also lay between the wreck an 
the shore, preventing us from seeing 
any small boats that might have put 
off with passengers. 

“It was the general opinion on the 
Topeka that the loss of life was not 
heavy. I judge that the burning boat 
was about three miles off shore, and, 
if there had been abundant warning, 
it would apem as if escape of most of 
the passengers could have been ef- 
fected. 

“The fact that one life raft was float- 
ing around “without an occupant 
seemed to be pretty good evidence that 
it had not been needed; that the small 
boats and possibly other rafts had 
taken off the passengers and crew. 

“Dusk was approaching when we 
first discovered the biazing ship and 
some of the Topeka’s passengers upon 
first seeing the fire, thought it was 
from the lights at Redondo. 

“The affair unnerved the women on 
beard, and the men, too, were decided- 
ly upset at the prospect that probably 
several hundred p-rsons had  0»per- 
ished. Not one of us Was in a very 
easy state of mind, anyway, because 
of the fact that at 7 o'tlock in the 
morning, while we were proceeding 
through a heavy fog farther yp coast, 
the Topeka narrowly escaped being 
cut down by a big freighter.

DEATH ORDER. 


COMMANDER OF ARMY OPPOSES 
EXECUTION OF AMERICANS, 


Vice-Consul at Managua Reports 
That Cannon and Groce Confessed 
to Laying Mines—Says Action of 
Officials Is Unprecedented Because 
of President's Veto. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Official 
confirmation of the execution of Leroy 
Cannon and Leonard Groce. Amer!- 
cans, by the Zelaya government in 
Nicaragua, was followed by a state. 
ment by the Nicaraguan Legation here 
justifying the action on the ground 
that. the men confessed to having 
piaced mines in order to blow up two 
vessels carrying government troops. 

The State Department received a 
telegram from the 
Consul at Managua, saying the Nica- 
raguen Minister of Foreign Affairs 
had informed him that the Americans, 
whoewere executed on November 12, 
had confessed the laying of mines 
in the San Juan River, with the ob- 
ject of blowing up Nicaraguan ships. 

The American Vice-Coneul sald the 
case was unprecedented, and that the 
commander-in-chief of the Nicaraguan 
treope and the Minister-General op- 
posed the execution, which was or- 
dered by President Zelaya. 

Secretary Knox has cabled the Anfer- 
jean Vice-Consul’ at Managua for in- 
formation, stating that the Nicaraguan 
chareé d'affaires bere had been asked 
tor full information of the affair and 
announcing the United States would 
not tolerate such treatsment of Ameri- 
cans.

We went into details 
with zeal, and of the features 
which weré embodied in this first 
Maine organization have since  be- 
come of national importance, and have 
been acknowledged by the State Legis- 
latures in different sections. We had 
the first raveling library in Maine, 
and it was fitted out by these Iiiter- 
ary clubs. I cannot tell what these 
clubs and libraries and the ramifica- 
tions of the movement, such as lec- 
tures and current topics talks, meant 
to the women of the Pine Tree State. 
4t seems impossible now to realize 
the conditions of women in Isolated 
communities, women who never went 
outsidé their kitchens, and whose lives 
were one drab routine of duties, un- 
relieved by mental diversion or intel- 
lectual uplifting. Among the features 
in which I take an especial pride was 
what we called a reciprocity bureau. 
With all the literary clubs of Maine 
united in a federation, we kept up a 
brisk correspondence, and knew what 
was going on from one end of the 
State to thé other. If one club had a 
fine paper, say, on music, and @ club 
which had no member capable of pro- 
ducing such an essay, desired to have 
this one read, it was sent, and later 
the borrowing club repaid the other 
by some other paper.. The club whose 
papers were borrowed the most felt 
great gratification, and the spirit which 
animated alli members was ideal. Il 
re@ret that clubs in general have not 
clung to these old methods, instead of 
getting mixed up with extraneous 
matters, and really missing their real 
mission, which is to improve and 
amuse each other and not to promote 
public policies or reform the State.”

The northern boundary had been 
fixed at 42 north latitude by treaty 
with Spain, daced February 22, 1819:

ifornia “was defined by the treaty of 
G pe Hidalgo at the conclusion 
of the Mexican War; the Pacific Ocean 
left nd doubt as to the western boun- 
dary: but what about the East? The 
report of the Committee on Boundary, 
through Chairman Hastings, expressed 
the opinion that all Mexican Caitfor- 
nia, an area of nearly 450,000 square 
miles and extending into Colorado and 
New Mexico, was entirely too vast for 
one State. They recommended an in- 
termediate line at 116 deg. west jon- 
gitude, intersecting FEastern Nevada. 

The debate was long and at times 
bitter. Sundry amendments were pro- 
posed: but the disagreement widened 
and opinions became apparently irre- 
concilable. It now seems clear that 
the slavery extension question fur- 
nished the animus for the contest. (Cer. 
tain pro-slavery members hoped that 
the adoption of the widest limits would 
inevitably result in so large a State 
that it would have toc be divided eub- 
sequently by an east and West line into 
two States, the southernmost of which 
would be a slave State.

RAILROAD INTERESTS. 


The Chicago, Great Western Railroad 
will spend between $7,000,000 and $8,- 
000,000 in the next twelve months in 
the rebuilding of the property. mong 
the changes to be made in the ysical 
condition of the property is the lay- 
ing of 29,000 tons of steel rails, weigh- 
ing eighty-five pounds to the yard. 
Thirty-four locomotives of the heaviest 
type for freight work have been or- 
dered, 2000 forty-ton box ‘cars have 


and ten new passenger cars. Forty 
passenger cars and 2000 freight cars 
are being overhauled, and 230 miles of 
the best automatic block signal system 
are to be installed. 


The New York Central will estab- 
lish the pension system on January 1. 
the system will be ap- 
plied to the employés only of the 
Michigan Central, the Lake Shore and 
the New York Central lines. As soon 
as the necessary data can be gathered 
the system will be extended to include 
the employés of the Big Four and of 
ali the other roads in the New York 
Central lines system. The pension 
plan announced will necessitate the 
retirement on pensions of 1765 em- 
ployés at the close of the year. The 
yearly expenditure, as soon as the sys- 
tem becomes operative, will be ap- 
proximately $500,000. The retiring age 
is put at 70 years, and ten years’ em- 
ployment previous to date of retire- 
ment is the pension requirement. 

The officials of the railroads center- 
ing at Chicago declare that no wage 
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to equipment that should have ‘been 
purchased a year ago. During the de- 
pression wages were not reduced, but 
economies were effected in other ways, 
the chief one being in ordering sup- 
plies and new equipment. These must 
now be purchased. 


The Omaha Street Railroad Company 
recently paid a bonus of $25,000 to the 
men who remained loyal to the com- 
pany during the recent strike. Ten 
dollars per day, in addition to the 
regular wages, was paid to conduct- 
ors and motormen, Those who re- 
ported for duty but did not work were 
given $6 per day each. Foremen and 
road officers who remained with the 
company received each $200 in addi- 
tion to wages. Each of more than 100 
conductors and motormen received a 
bonus of $150. 


Probably the most remarkable loco- 
motive order in the history of rall- 
roads is being delivered to the South- 
ern Pacific. It consists of thirty- 
three freight engines of the Maliet 
compound type. Twenty-one of there 
are of the samé size as two which 
now are‘at work on the mountain d!- 
vision of the Southern Pacific. 
engines weigh 300 tons each, and are, 
in fact, two locomotives in one. A 
peculiar fact is that some of the rall- 
roads between the eastern works and 
the western destination refused to 
haul them over thelr tracks, fearing 
both for the tracks and the bridges.| 
Despite this fact, the Southern Pa- 
cifig ordered twenty locomotives of 
this kind and weight, knowing that 
they were not especially hard on track. 
Each of the monsters cost $30,000, 


Figures privately gathered by the 
Car Efficiency Committee of the Amer- 
ican Rallway Association show the 
average distance traveled in a day by 
the average freight -car on the railways 
of the United States is only about 
twenty-two miles. Statistics gathered 
by the interstate commission show, 
too, that the average speed of the 
freight rains on the roads of the coun- 
try is ony ten miles an hour, This 
means t the average freight car is 
moving on its journey only two and 
one-half hours out of the twenty-four.

Sometimes, when fossil remains are 
found embedded in solid rock, the 
work of freeing them takes weeks of 
patient effort. The late Prof. Knight, 
of the University of Wyoming, and Mr. 
Reed discovered two perfect paddies 
of a giant reptile. The paddies were 
secured inta&ct,.only after great efforts, 
and were mounted at the university. 
without a bone missing. They proved 
to be the largest .paddies from this 
animal evér found, and a German uni- 
versity has offered $16,000 for them as 
tbey sand, but thé offer has been re 


Chance often alds the fossil hunter 
in his work. Indeed there is sotme- 
thing akin to prospecting for gold in 
the search for the remains which are 
found in the most unexpected places. 
Fometimes a hard rain will uncover a 
fossil bed of great richness, tying in 
a tegritory that had been ‘passed over 
as containing nothing of interest. The 
chalk fields of Kansas and Nebraska 
have yielded many foesils. of 
and scientific value. hese 
chatk beds cover many square miles, 
and are difficult to work, inasmuch 
asthe chaiky dust that arises nearly 
chokes the ona who is disengaging 
the remains from their white covering. 
The Kansas fields were part of a great 
Cretaceous ocean, in which fish 
swarmed everywhere. Many of the | 
remains found in these fields will y 
crumble into at the slightest 
touch. while others. more deenly 
buried, are wonderfully presérved. The 
fields known as the Dakota group are 
rich In fossil leaves and other ind!- 
cations of tropical vegetable life.

Many of the finds made in western 
fossil flelds in the United States have 
been ‘purchased by great museums 
abroad but it is to the credit of this 
country that mest of them have been 
kept here to grace Ame n museums. 
The Museum of Natur History of 
New York, the Yale, Har*tard, Prince- 
ton and Wyoming museums among 
the universities. and the Carnegie mvu- 


seum in Chicago, all have notable col- 
lections of fosell remains. But, in spite 


it is generally recognized that the 
work of coidecting fossils is in its in- 
fancy.

“Will the line be easy to build?”

The coun- 
try is either mountainous or rolling, and there will be 
curves almost all the way. Our route will be longer 
than that surveyed by the Americans. They followed 
the custom of the United States as to such matters, for- 
getting that our conditions are different. In your coun- 
try most of the big roads have been pioneer lines. 
They have been laid out through the wilds, and the 
traffic has grown up to them. China is already devel- 
oped. We have many large cities, and the road should 
be built to join these together. Your engineers planned 
ihe road without regard to these cities, making it more 
or less straight. We are building the road for the peo- 
ple and the traffic, and are diverging a little here and 
there to connect the great centers. The moment the 
road is completed, we shall have an enormous business.”

The road will be the chief trunk line of interior China, 
connecting the capital with Canton, and running from 
there to the port of Kowloon, opposite Hongkong. Ac- 
cording to the estimates of Mr. Barclay Parsons, the av- 
erage of the population numbers 200 to the square mile, 
but I venture it is more than this. The country is de- 
voted to tea, silk and other industries. It is agricul- 
turally rich, and we believe that it contains extensive 
deposits of iron, copper and lead. There is no doubt 
but that the road will pay.” 

“But can you manage it well in four divisions, with 
four sets of officials directed by four different govern- 
ments?”’ 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Tsou. “The imperial government 
has required that the same gauge must be made through- 
out, that the rolling stock must be standardized, and 
that the rails be of a certain pattern and weight. Most 
of the iron work is now being made here at Hankow, 
and the track will be of Chinese steel. As to the man- 
agement, the probability is it will be consolidated when 
the system is completed. The different divisions will 
be joined, and there may be one great government road 
from Peking to Canton.” 

“How about the new railroad movement? Is it to 
continue?”

Both the government 
and the people realize that they are an absolute neces- 
sity to our existence and progress. We shall keep on 
building just as fast as we can raise the money. We 
would like to construct our railways as far as possible 
with our own funds. In our present condition we do 
not wish to mortgage our country to other nations, and 
this we do when we-make heavy foreign loans. The 
road from Wuchang to Canton is now to be made with 
Chinese money and by ’Chinese workmen. It will be a 


I asked Mr. Tsou to tell me the inside story of the 
concession for this road to the Americans, and what 
they made out of it. He was chary in speaking of the 
matter, but said that China had not been fairly treated, 
From other sources I learn that the Americans played 
somewhat the part of the Yaukee who sold wooden nut- 
megs. They gave China a gold brick, and carried away 
millions. I doubt not that our capitalists acted in good 
faith in the beginning, and that had Calvin Brice lived, 
their contracts would have been carried out. The con- 
cession was granted by the imperial government to 
Brice and others, through Marquis Sheng and Wu Ting- 
fang, on the ground that they would raise $20,000,000 to 
build and equip the line. The Chinese government was 
to secure the loan by a mortgage on the road and an 
imperial guarantee; and also by the issuing of gold 
bonds, to be sold at 90 per cent., and to bear 5 per-cent, 
interest. Calvin Brice had no trouble in getting men to 
go in with him. Among those who offered to join in 
raising the money, as it came due for building the 
road, were Pierpont Morgan, John D. Rockefeller, BE. H. 
Harriman, Russell Sage, George Gould, Jim Hill and the 
Vanderbilts. With such names but little real money 
was necessary, and the road could have been completed 
on credit. Altogether about 6000 shares of stock were 
issued, and of these over 4000 were still in the hands of 
the Americans when the road was turned back to China.

The steel for the Yellow River bridge came from Bel- 
gium and France, and the cost of its construction was 
$900,000, which is low considering its character and 
length. The whole road har been economically built. 
Its cost has been about $35,000 a mile, the funds having 
been provided largely by the Belgians, who loaned $22,- 


kow Iron Works, and they weigh approximately eighty- 
five pounds to the yard. The railway is well equipped 
with shops at Hankow and at the Yellow River, and 
altogether it is a trunk line to which China can point 
with pride. 


Since its completion, branches have been built to Tal 
Yuen-Fu, the capital of the province of Shansi; and 
also to Kaifeng-Fu, the capital of Honan. It has con- 
nections with the road running from Tientsin to Muk- 
den, and thereby with the Trans-Siberian Road, so that 
one can now gv from Hankow to Hamburg by rail. 
Lines have also been projected which will connect this 
road with another great trunk railway now being built 
through Eastern China, from Tientsin to the Yangtse, 
and a road is projected which will go westward through 
the Chinese empire to the mountains of Thibet and 
eventually reach Lhassa. A third road is to be built, 
connecting Pukow, on the Yangtse, opposite Nanking, 
with the Hankow system. So that eventually this line 
will be about the most important of all eastern Asia.

+ NEw CZAR OF THE BULGARIANS A 
BUSINESSLIKE RULER. 
From a S pecial Correspondent. 

OFIA, Nov. 8.—After seventeen years of waiting, 
S Ferdinand, born Prince of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, is 

to be crowned Czar of the Bulgars. This means 
triumph over Turkey in particular and the Balkans in 
general. The coronation was to have taken place last 
August, but his subjects would like him to join the 
envoy on the auspicious occasion. It is impossible to 
do both, and His Majesty is hesitating so that, at the 
time of writing, it is not definitely known whether he 


will be crowned according to the rites of the western 
or eastern churches. 


Strange to say, all preparations were made for the 
ceremony seventeen years ago. King Ferdinand always 
wished to be “His Royal Highness’ rather than “His 
Highness,” and in 1892 he asked the powers signatory 
to the Treaty of Berlin to allow a Bulgar Czar in the 
Balkans. There was not a distinct “No,” so he hastened 
to Munich and ordered a beautiful regalia, consisting of 
crown, scepter, orb and sword, to be ready at once. 
The Munich jeweler, glad to get such a large order, exe- 
cuted it with all possible haste, and just after it was 
ready, the powers said they would not have a Czar in

a 4 Prince Ferdinand wished to keep the regalia story a 
_ w secret; but, unfortunately, he could not pay for the out- 


fit, and the jeweler, very much disappointed, brought 
an action against him. He even went so far as to dis- 
play the whole regalia in his shop windows, with a 
large notice to the cffect that they had been made for 
the Prince of Bulgaria. Not only all Munich, but all 
Bavaria, flocked to look and laugh at the baubles made 
for a prince who was forbidden by the powers to use 
them and by his pocket to pay for them. The poor 
man became the laughing stock of Europe, and the jew- 
eler was about to win his case when Princess Clemen- 
tine, Ferdinand’s mother, stepped in, paid the bill, and 
handed the regalia over to her son. The jewels were 
lodged with a German hanker, till the powers, and op- 
portunity, should be more favorable to Prince Ferdi- 
nand’s ambitions. 

So sure was Princess Clementine that her son would 
one day be a king that she left a large fortune to be 
spent solely on the expenses of the coronation. The 
ceremony will, therefore, be a gorgeous one. The cathe- 


dral has been renovated and al! the fountains in Sofia 
will run wine. “he coronation robes of the King and 
his consort are io be as magnificent as such garments 
can be made. Whether this display will please the eco- 
nomical Bulgars is another matter. 

Usually the King lives very simply. His palace at 
Sofia is far smaller than most English country houses, 
the rooms are plainly furnished with chintz-covered 
chaira and the simple mid-day dinners are prepared by 
one cook. There is no luxury whatever, and everybody 
but the King and his secretaries is in bed at half-past 
10. This simiplicity, of course, is echoed throughout 
the kingdom. There are no grand balls or dinners, and 
the staid Bulgars live so well within their modest 
means that foreign ministers always look upon Sofia 
as a place to save, rather than spend, money in. 

The King is not liked by his subjects, but he is re- 
spected, his unpopularity being due probably to his 
German birth. But they like his German method, punc- 
tuality, economy and discipline. Sofia, though only 
twenty years old, is the best-built and best-kept city in 
Eastern Europe. The streets are well paved and the 
houses clean. It is modeled on Berlin, and the sol- 
diers are drilled to be as much like their Prussian pro- 
totypes as possible. 

“One day,” the Buigars say, “we shall be the first 
nation in the Balkans. Our ambitions are the same. 
That is why we work so well together,” 

Of course the coronation is part of their joint pro- 
gramme. Ferdinand’s new title even has caused a good 
deal of displeasure in Turkey.

The Center of the Earth:

Surely the center of the eartn 
is as important as either extremity; and the Zuni In- 
dians have the center safely corralled and appropri- 
ately marked upon their reservation. They feel quite 
sure of it, and that ought to be sufficient. 

In the Zuni cosmogony, the earth is conceived of as 
flat, and shaped like a pancake. Being a chosen people 
of the gods, they were commanded early in their tribal 
career to go to the exact center of the world, and there 
build their homes; and one of the most interesting 
legends of the people relates the story of their wander- 
ings in search of the middie place. and tells aow they 
knew it when they reached it. It is about 200 
south of their village in Western New aslexico, thifty- 
five miles south of Gallup, on the Santa Fé route. It is 
marked by a crude shrine, built like a bake oven, out of 
flat stones. Two large removable flagstones close the 
entrance, which faces the rising sun. 

{ On the top are a number of concretionary f 
known to the Indians as thunder stones. In the interior 
are large numbers of feather-tufted prayer sticks, and 
several earthenware vessels filled with sacred meal. Nu- 
merous ceremonial dances, in the nature of rainmaking 
rites, are performed around this holy place.—[{Kansas 
City Star.

THANKSGIVING MAKES IMPORTANT 
CONTRIBUTION IN FEATHERS. 


By a Special Contributor. 
W HO could have imagined that the extermination 


of the whale would make Thanksgiving turkeys 
more valuable? This very thing has come to 
pass, however; for, now that the much-hunted ceta- 
cean has all but passed away, the only available substi- 
tute for its product, for the stiffening of women’s stays 
and waists, is the so-called “featherbone”—a stuff for 
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which turkey quills furnish an especially desirable raw 
naterial. 

There are, it is true, many other uses to which turkey 
feathers are put, commercially, and the quantity of 
them annually consumed is in the aggregate enormous. 
It is estimated that at least 6,000,000 of the foothsome 
birds are slaughtered at Thanksgiving time each year, 
and their plumes, if all of them were saved, would read- 
ly be swallowed up by the demands of the trades. But,

They will fetch 20 cents or more a pound when the co 
sumer comes to pay for them, but the farmer who raises 
them is glad to get 8 cents a pound. Sometimes he kills 
them himself, and sells them ready-plucked, in which 
ease he may be able to add to his profits by disposing 
of the feathers separately. 

The utilization of turkey feathers on a large scgle 
commercially, however, has come with the system 
whereby the birds are assembled at central! points in or 
near large cities, where they are killed and plucked.

To pluck sixty turkeys is a good day’s work. 

Turkey feathers are classified by the wholesale trade 
in seven or eight grades, running in value all the way 
from 5 cents a pound to 40 cents a pound. The small 
body feathers, rated as “common mixed,” fetch 5 cents, 
and are used chiefly for stuffing mattresses and pillows. 
First-class tail feathers, for dusters, are valued at 40 
cents a pound, and “skirt” feathers are worth nearly 
as much. The wing and “point” feathers are sokd 
mostly to manufacturers of “featherbone.” 

A white turkey is a rarity, comparatively speaking, 
and, though its flesh possesses no higher value than 
that of an everyday bird, its feathers are rated as “spe- 
cial fancy” and fetch a high price. In fast, they are 
worth three times as much as ordinary turkey feathers, 
The small ones can be used for mixing with the better 
grades of chicken feathers for stuffing pillows, while the 
large ones, from wing and tail, are purchased by milli- 
ners for trimming hats, being easy to dye in any color. 

Turkey feathers are used in large quantities nowadays 
on hats and bonnets, and sometimes enter importantly 


into the make-up of those artificial birds which the ex- 
pert manufacturing milliner knows so well how to fab- 
ricate. Dyed in a variety of gorgeous colors they be- 
come quite unrecognizable for what they are—their 
structure, which is extremely handsome, adapting them 
admirably for the purpose. Small turkey feathers are 
sometimes utilized for composing the “breasts” which

First Fancy Waistcoat. 

The waistcoat—when at least it is a “fancy vest”—is 
the last remaining vestige of the gorgeousness which 
was once displayed in men’s dress: and on October 135, 
1666, Pepys chronicles its first appearance on the per- 
son of Charles II. The novel garment was a “long cas- 
sock,” as the diarist terms it, worn close to the body; 
it was of “black cloth, pinked with white silk under it.” 

Men will agree that the waistcoat is a convenient and 
commendable garment, the absence of which would de- 
prive them, to speak of no other discomfort, of an in- 
valuable set of pockets. It appears strange, therefore, 
that it should not have come into being at an earlier 
date. 

Soon after the Restoration a sleeveless vest, which 
likewise left the waist open, was worn under the doub- 
let; it was not a true waistcoat. This style of dress 
was brought from France by Charlies II. From beneath 
the fullness of shirt exposed by the open vest “the 
breeches displayed their expanded width.” with bunches 
of ribbon at the waist and lace ruffles below the knees; 
the doublet worn over the vest was richiy laced and 
embroidered. So costly was this mode of attire that the 
King resolved to give the lead toward a more econom- 
ical and sober fashion, and in the fulfillment of this 
design he donned the new garment which Pepys hailed 
with pleasure. 

Such were the circumstances which attended the in- 
troduction of the waistcoat. It came in the name of 
economy and reform; but ere long it developed into as 
expensive and decorative a garment as any which man 
has ever taken to himself. Gradually it was extended 
downward till it almost reached the knees: it was made 
of the richest materials, and the outer coat was shaped 
to hang well open to display its ere 

Extravagance and love of finery were simply trans- 
ferred from one style to another, and on the waistcoat 
was lavished all the embellishment which previously 
had been bestowed on the breeches. Those flowered 
and embroidered waistcoats of sheeny satin, with laced 
flaps, may certainly have been less troublesome and fan- 
tastic than the preceding fashion, but whether they re- 
duced the wearer's account with his tailor is highly 
doubtful. 

The long-flapped waistcoat remained in favor many 
years. It was still worn by noblemen and gentlemen 
when George I was King. In the following reign a 
somewhat shorter waistcoat was prevalent. and from 
this time the flap began to decrease in length. Instead 
of reaching almost to the knee, it came only half-way 
down the thigh; as men’s dress became more simplified 
toward the close of the eighteenth century and puffing, 
lace and embroidery. were abandoned, the flap dis- 
appeared.—London Globe.

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Historic Isle of Malta. 
» MANY Sicuts THAT ARE NOVEL TO 
-AN AMERICAN.

OCK-BUILT, turreted, impregnable with bastions 

and ramparts towering one above the o.wer as 

they crowd into the irregular niches of the rocky 
cliffs of Malta, Valetta rises straight out of the Medi- 
terranean, a conglomerate mass of glistening wn..e 
stone and masonry. The harbor bristles with the masts 
of craft of every description—battleships, gunboats, ar- 
mored cruisers, flagships, transports, passenger ships, 
merchant vessels, colliers and sailing craft flying flags 
of all nations. From the ramparts and battleships 
sound the notes of the bugle and huge guns thunder 
salutes to passing vessels. Malta is all that the lover 
of romance could desire. I fancied myself a heroine 


‘in one of Sir Walter Scott’s novels and, to complete

the illusion, found myself on board a United States 
army transport surrounded by officers and soldiers in 
uniform, who little dreamed that there was a fugitive 
princess aboard. 


When the krights of St. John planned their martial 
city the intention was to level off the jagged precipice 
and to build their stronghold on a mesa overlooking 
the sea, but so great was their fear of invasion from 
the Turks that they took time only to scoop out hol- 
lows large enough to hold their fortresses. Conse- 
quently the buildings seem to stand one on top of an- 
other, each on a different level, as if they had been 
thrown at the cliff and allowed to remain where they 
lit. Along the water's edge leading up from the sea 
with steps, runs a broad promenade hewn in the stone, 
called the Lower Barracca; and at the top of the cliff 
overlooking the harbor, another known as the Upper 
Barracca. The city was named Valetta in honor of the 
grand master of the order, La Valette.

Attractive, 
gaily-colored little boats swarmed about the gangway 
ready to take us ashore. The boatmen must be en- 
dowed with a sixth sense or have eyes in the back of 
their heads, otherwise how could they stand so calmly 
facing the bow while they glide in and out among the 
restless, agitated traffic of the harbor and land us at 
the steps of the customhouse without accident? 


Piayed the Knight.

A Welcome Oasis. 


From the Upper Barracca, we looked out over the 
fortifications and harbor to the Mediterranean spark- 
ling In the sun, as it always does when about to be 
written up. Beyond Valetta stretched out green wheat 
fields, ablaze with red poppies and separated by daz- 
ziing. white roads. To one coming directly from Italy 
or Ceylon, Malta might seem somewhat barren and 
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bleak, but to us, with Aden, Suez, the Desert and Port 
Said fresh in memory, it appeared a welcome oasis. It 
is a singular fact that there is not a brook, river nor 
lake on any of the islands composing the Maltese group. 
The soil is rich and, when watered by frequent rains, it 
often ylelds several marvests in one year, thus being 
able to supply the European market with vegetables 
during the winter and early spring. Encircling the 
city is a deep moat in the bottom of which grow flower 
gardens of unusual beauty and luxuriance. In case of 
seige, this moat could be quickly filled by admitting the 
sea. 


From the Upper Barracca, we drove to St. John’s 
Church, where we reveled in Flemish tapestries and mo- 
saics until an officious guard turned us out as tourists. 
He explained that there was to be some special service 
for which it was necessary to have cards of admission. 
Then, either seeing through our disguise or in the hope 
of getting a fee, he urged us to return in the morning. 
We were fortunate in being able to see the tapestries 
which are exhibited only during the more important 
festivals of the State and church, and for a month at 
the Easter season. Oyr visit being in April, soon after 
Easter, we were able to drop in on several occasions 
when in the vicinity and feast our eyes on these gor- 
geous productions of Flanders. They form a series of 
pictures in the richest of coloring extending the full 
length of the nave. Above these is a magnificent ceil- 
ing where a brilliant assemblage of angels, saints and 
knights represent the dual mission of the Knights of 
the Cross. The floor is one of the finest examples of 
mosaic in existence. It is composed of slabs of differ- 
ent colored marble set with precious stones which cover 
the tombs of the grand masters and princes of the 
Knights of St. John. In an oratory are the tombs of 
460 knights and an organ brought from Rhodes, and in 
the chapel of St. John is a picture by Michael Angelo 
representing the beheading of John the Baptist. The 
exterior of the church is severe and plain, in keeping 
with the warlike aspect of the city. The interior, too, 
with its blaze of splendor, is military in character with 
the arms of the knights adorning the arches, pillars 
and walls, their feats of valor woven into tapestries and 
painted on the ceiling and walls and their banners float- 
ing from the portals. . 


A Gruesome Place. 


At some distance from St. John’s ts the Chapel of 
Bones. Visitors are forbidden entrance, so we peeked 
between the slats of the door. At first we could dis- 
tinguish nothing, then slowly, as our eyes became ac- 
customed to the darkness, patterns, frieze, and borders 
sketched in dazzling white emerged from the gloom, 
and as we continued to gaze, we were filled with hor- 
ror, for these fantastic designs were wrought of hu- 
man bones. It is a sad comment on the proctlivities 
of tourists that it was found necessary to nail up the 
chapel in order to protect its grewsome decorations from 
vandalism. 

The armory and tapestry-rooms of the governor's 
palace are open to visitors.

here, at least; but again disappointment awaits one. 
Four earthenware jars on successive steps in a dingy 
room heaped with rubbish is all. Every day at a cer- 
tain hour since 1321, the upper jar has been filled with 
water and the lower one emptied. The water dropping 
slowly from jar to jar marks the hour by means of a 
brass scale in the lowest jar. The time of day is an- 
nounced to the public by a system of boards placed on 
the outer wall. 

We ate the tunch which we had brought from the ho- 
tel, on the top of a five-story pagoda ‘built. over the 
city wall. A large book is kept here in which many 
visitors have registered. The distant roar of voices 
from the busy city came to us in our lofty pagoda, and 
we gave fervent thanks that the odors, too, could not 
reach us. In leaving the city we followed the wall for 
some distance, passed through several crowded ceme- 
teries and returned to Shameen, wnich looked sweeter 
and greener than ever. 

We took a boat for Hongkong late in the afternoon, 
and covered most of the eighty miles of the Pear! River 
by night. The beds were the worst imaginable, merely 
straw pallets ‘aid on the floor of a compartment resem- 
bling a stall more than a cabin. We awoke in the har- 
bor at Hongkong with the water population quarreling 
over who should take us and our possessions ashore.

South Pole Problems. 


A CONTINENT AS LARGE AS EUROPE 
Yet To BE EXPLORED. 


_ From London Times. 


S an enthusiastic meeting was held at the Man- 
sion House yesterday on behalf of the new British 
Antarctic expedition under Capt. Scott, it may be 


A 


of use briefly to recall the chief problems that still re-. 


main to be solved in the area comprised within the 
Antarctic Circle. 

At the other end of the globe there is a continent at 
least as large as Europe, the greater portion of which 
still remains to be explored; and explored it wil] be, if 
not by England, by other nations less sated with the 
glory of exploration. A glance at a good Antarctic 
chart will show a few names and doubtful patches of 
land round nearly the whole of the Antarctic circle. 
The greatest inroad has been made in that section of 
this land which lies to the south of New Zealand, and 
this work has been accomplished by British explorers. 
An area of great extent, including Victoria Land and 
the mountainous region to the south, extending to 
within 100 miles of the South Pole, has been explored 
by the expeditions of Scott and Shackleton. Through 
their enterprise we are now familiar with the nature of 
that vast barrier of ice which extends for some 500 
west and some 300 miles north an! 
beyond which rises the mountainous conti- 
side of that barrier impinges upon 
Edward VII Land, for our scanty knowledge of 
which we are also indebted to the expeditions of Scott 
and Shackleton. Thanks to these expeditions, we have 


The meteorology of the Antarctic before the expedi- 
tion of Capt. Scott was very puzzling; but the data 
collected by the discovery expedition and afterward by 
the Nimrod expedition have helped largely to clear up 
this problem, and to supply meteorologists with ma- 
teriale that will enable them to understand better ‘hose 
movements of the atmosphere that have sg important a 
bearing on climate. But stil] further data in this di- 
rection are required; and there can be no doubt that 
Capt. Scott will make provision for adding to the valu- 
able researches made on his previous expedition and 
supplemented by those of Mr. Shackleton. These rc- 
searches have a bearing on the climatology of the whole 
world, but more particularly on the creat continent of 
Australia and its neighbor New Zealand; and oo this 
score, if upon no other, Capt. Scott may look fur sub- 
stantial assistance from that section of the empire, 
which has already added so* much to its reputation by 
the work accomplished on Mr. Shackleton’s expedition 
by the geologist Prof. David. 7 

The observations already collected concerning the 
Magnetic pole have been a valuable addition to science, 
but more remains to be done, and we may expect that 
further important additions will be made by Capt. Scott’s 
expedition. We may be sure that among the other

trained geologist. In his speech at the Mansion House 
yesterday Capt. Scott pointed out that he could 6"! up

Scott’s expedition will be to investigate further the ge- > 

ology of the continent and to bring back specimens, if 
they exist and are accessible, which will leave no doubt 
that this ice-bound waste was once covered with vege- 
tation, and may possibly even have sustained animal iife . oe 
of a type of which there are no signs st the present 

day. Even at present there is work for the biologist in 

the far south, as has heen shown by the very curious 
diminutive specimens brought back by Mr. Shackleton's 
expedit:on. Here also there is still room for further 

research. : 

Of the physical conditions and the geology of the Vic- i 

toria Land side of this section of the continent we know 

now a great deal; but about the other side, King Ed- 

ward VII Land, our knowledge is scanty. It is there- 

fore an important feature in Capt. Scott's proposed ex- 

pedition that, if possible, a party will be planted on this 

side to investigate what appears to be a mountainous 

country of great interest. Possibly, also, the explorers 

may be able to extend the coast line some ¢onsiderable 

distance to the eastward; and, if Dr. Charcot is suc- 

cessful, the combined work of the two expeditions 

mighg fill up a great gap on that side of the continent. 

We may also take for granted that the movements of 

the ice barrier, and of the glaciers which are never at 

rest, will be carefully studied to ascertain whether, as 

is conjectured, the ice on this continent is retreat.og. 


The South Polar Regions. 


These are some of the chief problems which re....in.. 
for solution on this section of the Antarctic continent; 
and while Capt. Scott frankly states that one of his 
main objects is to plant the British flag on the South 
Pole, which we may be sure he will do before he re- 
turns, it is evident that he is determined to make sub- 
stantial additions to our scientific knowledge »f ‘he 
continent. It is no mere idle task which he has under- 
taken to plant the flag at the farthest south. Mere 
we have.to do with the great plateau of interest to the 
physical geographer and the geologist: the more of it 
we know the better, and in this respect it is in a very 
different position from what Dr. Cook calls the “horeal 
center.” Even if Capt. Scott is successful up to the 
fullest limit of his desires, much still remains to be 
done before our knowledge of the Antarctic continent 
will be adequate.. We are sure that those who wish to

home of humanity will never rest till the outline of that . 
continent is accurately traced, and some further knowl-

Altogether it is evident that the discovery of the 
South Pole is not a mere chase over moving ice and a 
rush back again.

Lombroso’s Curious Experience. ot 

Lombroso himself has told the following story of tide 3 

how his attention was first drawn to the special branch 
of science with which he became identified. 


“One evening there died in one of the prisons of the 
city a celebrated brigand, robber and incendiary who 
had often escaped by means of his great agility. Upon 
the death of this man. who was the true type of the 
born criminal, | examined his skull. 

“It presented an enormous modian occipital fossa in 
the place of the occipital median spine which occurs in 
the interior of the skuli. I made the autopsy in the yard 
of the prison in the early hours of the morning, and 
the whole idea of my future work rose before mé like a 
picture. I instantly perceived that the criminal must 
be a survival of the primitive man and the carnivorous 
animals.” 

Lombroso once had a curious experience. He was in 
a printing office correcting the proofs of his “Delinquent 
Man” with the chief reader when on reaching a page 
which dealt with a young man who, impelled by jeal- 
ously, had stabbed his fiancée, he made a surprising dis-. 
covery. The proof reader was this man. . 

“Suddenly,” Lombroso said in telling the story, “he 
threw himself at my feet, declaring that he would com- 
mit suicide if I published this story with his name. His 
face, before very ¢entle, was completely altered and al- 
most terrifying, and I was really afraid that he would 
kill him-elf or me on the spot.

Ancient Gardens of Babyion. 


HE famous and remarkable gardens of Babylon’ 

were built about 2000 B.C., and were considered one 
of the wonders of the world. They were 400 feet 
square, with terraces in the form of steps, supported 
by stone pillars to a height of 300 feet. Vast stone 
beams placed on top of columns held up the terraces. 
The beams were covered by reeds, cemented with bitu- 
men, upon which were placed a double row of bricks 
laid in cement. The bricks were covered with lead 
sheathing to hold in the moisture, and upon this was 
filled in sufficient earth for the growth of plants. Vari- 
ous kinds of trees were planted in rows along the sides 
of the terraces, thus giving, at a distance, the effect of 
a completely wooded hill. The River Euphrates sup- 
plied water to these gardens. The terraces contained 
fountains, parterres, seats, and banquet-rooms.

The Castor Bean, 


HE castor-oil plant, commonly spoken of as the cas- 

tor bean, is especially valuable because it is one of 
the few annuals which they can use in East or in 
the colder parts of our coast to produce a semi-tropical 
effect. Its rapid growth and large size make it valu- 
able as the central object in groups where rich, luxuri- 
ant growth is required. The variety of color in the fo- 
liage of the different sorts of castor bean is of value 
in giving contrast, and when used in combination with 
cannas, caladiums, coleus, or scarlet sage most striking 
effects of contrast can be produced. As a background 
for lower-growing plants, the castor bean has no equal 
among garden annuals. Only the annual climbing 
vines, when provided with suitable supports, equal it as 
a low screen. It can be used with good effect in groups, 
as masses along shrubbery borders, or as belts for cov- 
ering and shutting out an undesirable view.

Growth of Playgrounds. 


N the United States, there are 137 cities of a popula- 
tion of 5000 or over that maintain playgrounds largely 
or entirely supported by public taxation. Of thirty-nine 
cities and towns that have voted upon this question, 
thirty-seven have voted for playgrounds. 


NEW MASSACHUSETTS LAW. 

Section 1. Every city and town in the common- 
Wealth having a population of more than 10,000 ac- 
cepting the provisions of this act shall, after the first 
day of July, in the year 1910, provide and maintain at 
least one public playground conveniently located and 
of suitable size and equipment, forthe recreation and 
physical education of the minors Of such city or town, 
and at least one other playground for every additional 
20,000 of its population. 

Section 2. Cities and towns may appoint, and deter- 
mine the compensation of, a qualified supervisor of 
each playground, who shal! direct the sports and exer- 
cises thereon.

Hoping to pacify the rabble, we threw all our small 
change to beggars who pursued us with cries of “Give 
me something!” and “Bakshish!"” On the outskirts of 
the town, the carriages stopped and the horses were re- 
moved from the shafts. At this new development our 
alarm grew. After we had sat for some time trem- 
blingly planning what we would do if an attack were 
made on us, men appeared with fresh horses which they 
put to the carriages; the drivers mounted, still grum- 
bling, and we set off for Steamer Point, much relieved. 


The following morning when we saw the mountain- 
ous roads and the*depth of the cisterns, we realized 
more fully our folly in taking the drive by night. The 
British have restored thirteen of these magnificent 
tanks which had been partially destroyed and filled with 
débris. They were empty when we visited them, so 
we were able to go to the bottom of them by means of 
stone stairs. 

They are connected by a series of walks and steps so 
that you can visit them successively without climbing 
the mountain. Formerly they were leased out, to be 
emptied within a certain length of time. Finding these 
tanks and the wells in the crater inadequate to supply 
the rapidly-increasing town, an aqueduct seven miles 
long was constructed by the British. From a flourish- 
ing city Aden dwindled to an insignificant village of 
800 inhabitants when Great Britain took possession of 
it in 1839. At present, it numbers more than 30,000. 

Its natural fortifications have been strengthened and 
it is well garrisoned by native and British troops. The 
flat-roofed, one-story stone houses, the dusty streets 
and gnarled trees make an unattractive appearance. The 
mosque makes no attempt at architectural beauty. 


In a large, bare, sandy space known as the camel 
market, hundreds of camels are fed up after one long 
journey and preparatory to another. Tney are forced 
to eat more than they apparently care for. An Arab 
squats on the sand surrounded by several camels which 
chew lazily while he stuffs little balls of grass down 
their throats. 

Camel meat is used more than any other in Arabia, 
and the milk of the camel is considered superior to that 
of the goat. A visit to the public market reveals how 
few commodities the Arab finds necessary to existence. 


Returning to Steamer Point by a shorter way through 
the mountains we passed droves of goats with fat little 
tails, white bodies and black heads, caravans of cam- 
els loaded with mountains of brushwood that almost 
concealed them, carts drawn by bullocks with humps, 
scantily but brilliantly-clad Arabs and dark, curly-haired 
Somali boys from Africa. 

The cgast town appeared no more attractive by day 
than it bad by night. The buildings are bare and cheer- 
less, a few trees make a struggle for life, and its streets 
are hot and sandy. To sprinkle them an Arab in the 
minimum amount of clothing runs along with a goatskin 
filled with water under each arm. He presses the skins 
so that a stream of water is kept flowing until they are 


| emptied, then he refills them at the beach. No exile 


could be more desolate than an appointment to this 
station, where no Europeans nor Americans remain who 
are not connected with the government. 


We had luncheon at one of the hotels on the crescent 
along the bay. As sqpn as we came out on the veranda 
a horde of Arabian’ merchants covered with ostrich 
feathers, boas and fans surrounded us. Most of their 
wares are of an inferior quality, but even when the 
quality is considered they are sold at a price which 
seems extraordinarily low to an American shopper. 

I spent some time in selecting a bunch of the best 
feathers, then bargained with the peddier until we 
agreed on a price. He put my purchases in a long tin 
tube having a cap at either end I went ‘away well 
pleased. When I opened the tube.to display my bar- 
gain to envious fellow-passengers, I drew forth the 
worst-looking bunch of plumes imaginable. Everybody 
laughed, but many could sympathize fwith me, for I was 
not the only victim of this trick. 7 

Several of the girls and officers offered to go ashore 
with me, so we devised a scheme for getting even with 
the wily Arab. We went up on the veranda smiling. I 
picked out my man, then to make sure asked him if he 
remembered me, and told him fhat I wanted to see his 
feathers again. 

Again I picked out the best; then one of the men pro- 
duced the wretched little bunch that had been palmed 
off on me and told the merchant that I would keep the 
plumes I held in my hand if he did not return the 
money, which he did with very poor grace. Later I 
bought some at one of the shops, having had enough of 
peddlers. 

After feathers, baskets were the chief attraction to 
foreigners. Showily-colored and gracefully-shaped, these 
found ready buyers. When some of us were carrying a 
number of these to the little rowboats that were to take 
us to the ship, a band of Somali boys clamored to assist 
us. On our refusa] to hand over our possessions, they 
threw stones and sardine cans after us and we were 
forced to run, and finally to takg carriages in order to 
escape. 

At the ship, a number of merchants in funny little 
boats were selling rough coral beads, feathers, baskets 
and amber. They were not allowed on board, and 
had to send their wares up in baskets attached to ropes 
which they threw on deck. It was the soldiers who pa- 
tronized them. Some of the men sent down in the 
baskets in payment of their purchases Philippine pen- 
nies dipped in acid to make them look like gold. These 
they succeeded in paasing off as $5 gold pieces on rare 
occasions, and the Arabs sent up the change. Others 
passed off Philippine 10-cent pieces for American dimes, 
which are of double value. It is unfortunately true that 
some Americans when off their native soil take too lit- 
erally the counsel to do as Romans do when in Rome— 
when in Arabia, do as Arabs do is an unsafe corollary 


‘to follow.

But he 
was not alone; a comely young Indian girl accompanied 
him, and when they reached the house she shyly permit- 
ted herself to be taken by the hand and led up to meet 
the teacher.

At the appointed time, the Loomis meeting assem- 
bled. This conference was larger than the preceding, 
and resulted in the appointment of a committee of eight 
growers and seven shippers to formulate a plan for the 
standardizing of deciduous fruits throughout the dis- 
trict. 
port, and about the time the readers of The Times see 
this item, one of the greatest fruit growers’ meetings 
ever held in the State will have assembled to con- 
sider the report of their committee. I write of this 
movement as one of the most notable of its kind since 
the citrus growers began agitation for the improve- 
ment of their business, away back in 1892. Now the 
whole north is calling for these meetings. It has been 
my good fortune to conduct all the conferences that 
have been held. On the lith of this month a meeting 
was held at Vacaville, which fell in line with the work 
of setting up standards of pack and securing the co- 
operation of all growers in the enforcement of the plan. 
So far, every neighborhood row, prejudice and mis-

Giant Cactus. 


HE Giant Cereus of Arizona and Northern Mexico 
is the largest growing member of the cactus family, 
attaining a height of 60 feet and a diameter of two feet 
or more. In the United States it is usuany known sim- 
ply as the “Giant Cactus.” In Mexico they call it the 
“Saguarro” (the “g” has the sound of “w”.) In propor- 
tion to their size, the Giant Cactus are among the heav- 
lest plants known, the body being composed largely of 
water. So full are they that travelers nearly perishing 
of thirst have saved themselves by cutting out a large 
piece and shaping the bottom of the wound to catch the 
water or sap, which collects in a considerable quantity 
in an incredibly short time. One would scarcely seek to 
quench his thirst in this manner except in case of dire 
necessity, for the sap is not of a pleasant taste. 

The flowers, usually white, though sometimes tinged 
with smoky blue, are borne in a cireie of clusters near 
the top of the plant. The flower of the giant cactus 
has been adopted by Arizona as the Territorial flower, 
but the sensational newspaper articles about the danger 
of its extinction are greatly ovérdrawn.—{California 
tivator. : 


A Better Seed Corn. 


¥Y method in selecting seed corn is to

You will see two or 
three places on the ear where the kernels are a little 
crowded. When I shell my seed I reject these seeds if I 
find any, and when shelling for seed I discard about 
two inches of the tip, the rest of the ear goes for seed.

True and False Eugenics. 


N the Twentieth Century, a new Boston magazine, 
ie November, Prof. Rockwell D. Hunt of the Uni- 

versity of Southern California had a good article on 
“Eugenics; a Nobler Breed of Men.” Certainly it is 
a most astonishing thing that in these opening days 
of the twentieth century we should devote vastly more 
time and money to the improvement of cattle and hogs 
and poultry and plants than we do te that of human 
beings, whom we permit to be born accidentally and to 
grow up as they may—to be “drug up” instead of be- 
ing “brung up.” 

Sir Francis Galton may be regarded as the father of 
modern eugenics, which he defines as follows: 

“Eugenics is the science which deals with all influ- 
ences that improve the inborn qualities of the race; 
also with those that develop them to the utmost ad- 
vantage.” It was through his interest and generosity 
that the Research Fellowship in national eugenics was 
established in London University. 

Of late in the United States some attention has been 
directed to this important subject—to the better borning 
of children. Unfortunately, however, some of those who 
profess to be preaching the gospel of eugenics devote 
most of their attention to a tiresome and apparently 
endiess discussion of relationship between the sexes— 
“free love,” or otherwise. As the editor of the Care 
of the Body has previously stated, this question has 
little to do with the raising of a better breed of chil- 
dren. Nature knows nothing about marriage ceremo- 
nies. A child born out of marriage may be an im- 
ibecile or a degenerate, and a child born in wedlock may 
be a perfect specimen of humanity, mentally or physi- 
cally, or vice, versa. 

It is true that a woman should have a complete right 
to the ownership of her own body, and to say when she 
should conceive. Beyond that, however, the question 
of improving the human race depends upon the mental, 
moral, and physical condition of the mother during, and 
for some time before pregnancy, and the physical and 
mental training of the child from birth, especially the 
building of its body by proper food. To be thoroughly 
successful it would be necessary to go back several gen- 
erations, although much may be accomplished by start- 
ing from the time of conception. 

Here is an extract from the article by Prof. Hunt 
above referred to: 

“Sound reason and enduring morality in marriage 
and the family are among the axioms of eugenics. 

idely to sptead the gospel of the true ethical family, 

defined by Prof. Giddings, must itself be productive 
much good. “The true ethical family is established,’ 

e wrote, ‘only by the marriage of a man and woman 

ho, in all sincerity, believe that their union is justified 
by a concurrence of four things, namely: an unmistak- 
able affection, compounded about equally of passion, 
admiration, and respect; physical fitness for parent- 
hood; ability to maintain a respectable and pleasant 
home: and a high sense of the privilege and the duty 
of transmitting their qualities and their culture to their 


‘children.’ 


“Perhaps the subtlest foe to applied eugenics will be 
found in various types of psuedo-eugenics. Sensational 
writers and shallow-minded agitators will seize upon 
the opportunity to exploit their particular nostrums or 
‘cults,’ of ‘affinities’ and kindred forms of dangerous 
nonsense. Many a morbid and erotic mind will mis- 
take the thin shell for the kernel of the science, which 
may well pray to be delivered from such friends.” 

At the recent conference on Prevention of Infant Mor- 
tality at New Haven, Conn., Dr. Woods Hutchinson, 
whose heretical and misleading articles on diet have 
heretofore been criticised in the Care of the Body, said 


~ gome wise things. As, for instance, the following: 


“The best and most paying job that the community 
can set any mother at is that of raising her own child 
to the highest pitch of efficiency and intelligence. Some 
day we will have sense enough to pay her to do it and 
feed herself well in the process. 

“Lastly, it is to be doubted whether the habit in 
philanthropic circles of encouraging mothers of the 
working class to bear large families, or offering prizes 
or exemptions from taxes for all children above a cer- 
tain number, and at the same time discouraging any 
deliberate attempt to limit the number of children, is 
either a helpful or an intelligent one.”

While drugs are going out of favor, other, and more 
harmful assaults upon ihe human body are becoming 
popular, because they are more profitable, namely, the 
injection of filthy anima! poisons into the blood, and 
surgical operations which, if they do not immediately 
kill, leave the patient an invalid for life. 

Meantime, however, the natural method of healing 
disease by aiding nature's efforts to cure is slowly but 
surely progressing, both in this country and in Europe.

R. THOMAS J. ALLEN is a food specialist, who 
came into prominence about a year ago by living— 
or attempting to live—for sixty days on peanuts. He 
is not, however, particularly “stuck on” peanuts, his 
hobby being the “monodiet,” or the eating of only a 
single food for a considerable period of time.

Diet of the Japanese. 
HE following recently appeared in the Boston Her- 


ald: 
“Meat has y introduced as a part of the 
Japanese army , and, as a result, the Japanese 
Board of Agriculture has sent a commission abroad to 
investigate and take steps for imtroducing the breeding 
of cattle in Japan. One reason for the change of diet 
is to avert a repetition of the scourge of beri-beri which 
sapped the strength of the army during the Russian 
war, and was said to have been due to the rice diet, 
and another purpose is to add to the stature of the 
race by a general introduction of meat eating. Here 
in the Occident there is an increasing conviction that 
the meat diet has its penalties as well as its benefits.” 


Commenting upon this statement, Otto Carqué, writes 
to the Care of the Body: 


“While in San Francisco, I made investigations re- 
garding the preparation of rice as a food in Japan. 
One of the leading Japanese merchants of that city as- 
sured me that the Japanese always pee! their rice, al- 
though they do not polish it. Still in the peeling of 
rice some valuable organic salts are lost, principally 
oxide of iron, fluoride of calcium sulphur and silica, im- 
portant elements for the formation of healthy blood and 
bones. The addition of fish, which is also deficient in 
sulphur, lime and iron, does not improve the rice diet. 
The various preparations of the soja bean, another 
Japanese staple food, are also more or less deprived of 
the organic salts and made palatable by the addition 
of inorganic salt. Beri-berf and leprosy are due to 
a lack of iron, sulphur and silica and to an oversupply 
of phosphates. The proper remedy ifs the plentiful sup- 
ply of fresh vegetables and fruit and a reduction of fish 
and peeled rice? If the Japanese could be educated to 
use the unpeeled rice, their health -would greatly im- 
prove. I am inclined to believe that the small size of 
the Japanese is largely due to the lack of the proper or- 
ganic salts in their food. Whatever has been so far 
achieved in the improvement of the condition of the 
Japanese army is due to a more liberal supply of vege- 
table products, such as onions, carrots, lettuce and the 
observation of hygienic laws, rather than to the in- 
crease of the meat ration. The Japanese Board of Ag- 
riculture should encourage fruit culture instead of cat- 
tle breeding.” : 
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
